the rallway loan,

If the Central American difficulty
continues the peacoe convention sign.
ed at the st conference in Wash-
fngton is likely to Dbe knocked into
a cocked hat. Just what course the
United States will pursue I8 o ques-
tion, but the obligation of keeplng
the peace In Central America nat-
urally devolves upon this country to-
gether with Mexleo and some sort of
actlon on the part of the two coun-
tries is expectod.

OmMieial reports from  Nicarangea
indicate that General Alfaro has
departed from that capltal, presum-
ably with the connivance of the Ze-
Jayan government, to make war upon
Bdalvador, from which country he is
expatrinted as o chronle revolu-
tionkt. Other reports thdicate that
Honduras, which. is largely under the
sway of Zelayn, I8 also putting ob-
stacles in the way of the Nicaraguan
revolutionists now occuping the At-
lintie coast. - It s taken to be only n
matter of time when President Ca-
Lrern, of Gautemala, will come ont
openly against his enemy, Zelaya,
for the control of a large slice of
Coentral Amerlea as may fall to him
In the mix-up

Of the five vepublles which inaug-
urated the Internatlonal peace court
6t Cartage, Conta Riea, searcoly
more than a year ago, with promises
of eternal amity, only Costn Rica ap-
pears to be non-belligerent. Costn
Nica Ig consldeerd to he the most en-
llghtened and boest governed and most
prosperous of the lot, but even thu!
country may not be safe If the fight-
Ing becomes general, as the Central
American despots who pams  under
the nomenclature of presidents  are
